The American industrialist 
says that Sole] Boneh originally 
gave him an order for parts for 
1,200 houses when his bid proved 
the lowest, but later cut it to 200 
units. He says this was done 
despite the fact his offer was 
still lower than the units to be 
supplied by the Israel firm to 
itself. He also charged that So- 
lel Boneh¢had given itself the 
order for the other 1,000 units 
before it had its own pre-cast 
concrete factory. 


HE WAS ALSO indignant be- 
cause three years ago Solel Bo- 
neh rejected his offer to supply 
needed pre-cast concrete for 
houses, and yielded only to gov- 
ernment pressure to purchase 
$10,000 worth of materials. 
“As an American, I like free 
competition,” said Epstein, “but 
the competition of the Solel Bo- 
neh is really unfair.” 

He charged that the corpora- 
tion’s own men distribute the 
orders; its own men supervise 
the work; its own men approve 
the expenses; and it controls the 
financial resources granted it by 
the Jewish Agency.

The woman plaintiff asked for 
annulment of her former hus- 
band’s second marriage, which 
was performed here, on the 
grounds that their divorce, 
granted at Haifa, wasn’t legal.

Staffer who stepped out of his job as a-booster of GI morale to 


perform the rites. 

With Chaplain Jacob Ruben- 
stein, only Jewish chaplain in 
the territory, off on a mission 
to GIs at remote installations, 
Jack Frankel, the USO-JWB 
man, hopped a plane and flew 
the 500 miles to desolate Kotze- 
bue, home of the family of the 
deceased, Louis Rotman. Speed 
was of the essence because of 
the quick burial required by the 
Jewish religion. Instead of a 
minyan of Jews there were at 
the rites a band of Eskimes, 
three Catholic priests and a 
number of missionaries. 

Louis Rotman, who had start-

ed as a trader and had made a 
fortune, had been expected in 
Fairbanks at the JWB-sponsored 
Passover seder conducted for 
Jewish GIs here. He died sud- 
denly before the holiday. Then 
the family called on Frankel for 
help. Arriving in Kotzebue, he 
comforted the family. Bowing 
to the Eskimo fears of the dead, 
he arranged quickly to have the 
body placed in a casket. Hacking 
through the Alaskan permafrost, 
the buria] detail Frankel set up 
spent 12 hours digging a grave. 
This -done, Franke] conducted a 


man’s family prior to the burial. 

The casket was then placed on 
a caterpillar tractor and the cor- 
tege of two dog-sleds proceeded 
to the burial site. The skull cap 
contrasting oddly with the heavy 
parka and the colored Eskimo 
boots (muk-luks), the “Jewish 
Missioanry,” as the Eskimos 
called Frankel, conducted the 
last rites for Rotman, who nev- 
er made it to the JWB seder, 

It was the same USO-JWB 
man, who as a result of being 
called on to officiate last year 
at the funeral of an Alaskan 
Jewess, rediscovered an old and 
long unused Jewish cemetery in 
Fairbanks, believed to be the 
only Jewish burial ground in 
the territory.

a 4-year-old Catholic-born child since its birth must give up the 
~ youngster, a Bay State Supreme Court judge has ordered here. 
Justice James J. Ronan has. upheld the decision of the Norfolk 
probate court which makes the natural mother of Hildy McCoy 
ner legal guardian. 
Mr. and- Mrs. Melvin Ellis of 
Brookline are now preparing an 
appeal from Judge Reynolds’ de- 
cision. Meanwhile; a_ hearing 
was scheduled for May 24 based 
on the statement made by Mr. 
and Mrs. Ellis that they would 
bring the child up as a Catholic 
if permitted to keep her. 
In February, the Massachu- 
setts Supreme Court ruled that 
Mr. and Mrs. Ellis could not 
adopt the child and that the nat- 
ural mother, Marjorie McCoy, 
may withdraw her adoption con- 
sent. Mr. and Mrs. Ellis had 
Hildy since she was 10 days old. 
During the _ session before 
Judge Reynolds, James Zisman, 
attorney for the Ellis’ said that 
the natural mother does not 





want the child. She is now mar- 
ried and has another child. Little 
Hildy would be turned over to 
the State Division of Child Guard- 
ianship and then to the Catholic 
Charitable Bureau.

Even though he has been con- 
victed in seven different trials, 
Dr. Peters has been kept out of 
jail by high-ranking German 
personalities and is presently 
working as an industrial chem- 
ist for the IG-Farben chemical 
empire in Cologne, During the 
war he was manager of the 
“German Corporation for Ver- 
min Extermination.” 

(While only some 20 per cent 
of indemnification claims by 
Nazi victims have been paid 
within the past 10 years, 85 per 
cent of the top Nazi Party lead- 
ers get full pensions, Dr. Wolf- 
gang Schnidt, a retired high 
German government official, 
said in Regensburg. One of ev- 
ery four Nazi victims died with- 
out having received any com- 
pensation, he stated.)

Arab Girl Seeks 
To Divorce Spouse 
Who Fled Israel 


TEL AVIV (JP)—An Arab 
girl whose husband deserted her 
and fled to one of the neighbor- 
ing Arab countries has informed 
the government and the press 
that she will commit suicide if 
she cannot be released from the 
marriage, 

Aisha Ibrahim, 19, was mar- 
ried at the age of 12, by order of 
her parents, to a young man 
whom she had never seen be- 
fore. Several months later, her 
husband left her and joined the 
forces fighting Israel. 

The girl, who lives at the Arab 
village of Um-al-Fahem, but 
speaks and writes Hebrew, first 
applied to the Moslem religious 
courts and requested liberation 


from “the chains of an undem- 
ocratic marriage and from a 
man whom she had never loved.” 
The religious courts, even the 
Supreme Kaddi, turned down 
her request, 

Aisha then appealed to the 
government of Israel to inter- 
vene and informed the press that 
if the government can do noth- 
ing she is ready to die.

The manufacturer of the first American flag in the Midwest did not dream that in 1955 one 
of the largest Jewish publishing firms in the world would bear his name. 
One hundred and one years ago, over a third the number of years of Jewish history in the

Mayer Wise, became partners in 
a small printing establishment. 

Immediately, periodicals, news- 
papers, and books began to flow 
out to a hungry audeince. Their 
first Anglo-Jewish paper, THE 
AMERICAN ISRAELITE, printed 
in German as well as English, 
grew very popular. Soon after- 
wards, they sold a right they 
had, to make the American flag, 
to concentrate on their printing. 

* * * 

BOTH MEN CAME to Cincin- 
nati from Bohemia. To the dy- 
namic rabbi, the publishing con- 
cern was just one step in an ex- 
traordinary career. He started 
the first Reform congregation, 
founded the. oldest rabbinical 
school in the country, Hebrew 
Union college, and became Father 
of Reform Judaism in America. 

There was no lack of courage 
—or variety—in their publish- 
ing either. They printed the 
Leeser. Bible, the first English- 
language version of the Hebrew 


Bible, a notable event in pub., 


lishing history. They also put 
out a play by a young unknown 
—Julius Ochs of Chattanooga, 
Tenn.—whose son, Adolph Ochs, 
later became publisher of THE 
NEW YORK TIMES. 

In 1901, after the hoped-for 
Jewish migration westward re- 
fused to materialize, son Charles, 
now at the helm, moved the 
Bloch Publishing company _ to 
New York. As his uncle and 
father before him, he, too, had a 
dream—to see under one roof all 
Jewish books printed anywhere 
in the world. 

+ - + 

THAT HE SUCCEEDED is 
evident to anyone walking into 
the “Jewish Book Concern” at 
31 W. 3ist st. in Manhattan, 
which is today a Jewish clearing 
house for good books .. . good 
records ... and good talk. 

“All our publishing is done in 
English, as Israel is now the 
source of all books in Hebrew 
and Yiddish,” confides the quiet-

WHEN HE WISHES to, Ed- 
ward Bloch can recall the-leonine 
head of Ben Gurion marching in 
and the “warmth of Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise’s presence as 
soon as he stepped in the door.” 
Sometimes, Sholom Asch tomes 
in to talk about his last book; 
and Father Arbez, from Cath- 
olic university of Washington, 
is an ardent browser.

determined that my child should 
be raised in the Jewish faith. 

“Now I frankly admit that this 
letter-writing defender of Orth- 
odoxy would consider me no Jew 
at all, and completely undeserv- 
ing of even an opinion on this 
subject. He will probably be sur- 
prised to read that, even to my 
unenlightened eyes, intermar- 
riage appears dangerous and un- 
desirable in the over-all picture 
of what is good or bad for the 
preservation of Jewish unity and 
tradition. In general, all Jews 
should disapprove and advise 
against mixed marriages—using 
the utmost tact and understand- 
ing in the process.

He had put up 
a fight to get me that card. It 
must be worth money today. 
His name then was Abe Herman. 
It igs Avraham Harman today. 
Harman is the Hebrew for 
Mountmanna, but I never heard 
of an.English name like that. 

A few months after the short- 
lived Constituent Assembly held 
its first session and was. trans. 
formed into the first Knesset, 
Abe Harman came to New York, 
where I had the honor to intro- 
duce him to my boss at that 
time, Mendel Fisher. Abe was 
already a consul then and was 
on his way to take up his duties 
in Montreal, so Mendel was very. 
polite and ceremonious and ad- 
dressed him as “Sir.” 


* * * 


AFTER A SPATE in Canada, 
where he won the warm hearts 
of Canadian Jewry, censul 
Mountmanna came to New York 
to head the Information depart- 
ment. When Arthur Lourie left 
for Israel, Abe became consul 
general for the United States. 
Now—the first of June—he is 
going back to Israel. Probably 
to head the Yiddish desk. 
American Jews are not as 
warm-hearted as Canadian Jews 
and New York is a much 
tougher city than Montreal. But 
even: the Jews of New York 
have grown to love Abe Har- 
man. He has many good qual- 
ities, but I shall mention only 
three: his culture, his Jewish- 
ness and his hard work. He is 
a highly civilized person and is 
steeped in Jewiwsh culture and 
Jewish values. His industry 
often reaches the point of self- 
imposed martyrdom. It is noth- 
ing less than that when . Abe 
gets up before a crowded meet- 
ing of Yiddish writers and ad- 
dresses them. in Yiddish.

reads more out of a sense of 
duty than out of spontaneous, 
organic relationship with the 
language, In the case of Avra- 
ham Harman, it is the duty to 
know. and understand that sec.

any other section, and to try to 
win its goodwill for Israel. 

It was in pursuit of that duty 
that he organized periodic meet- 
ings with Yiddish authors and 
cultural leaders. The invitations 
were always written out in lit- 
erary Yiddish and’ Abe spoke 
Yiddish. It was a heroic per- 
formance. It took even more 
courage than for an American 
rabbi to deliver a Hebrew speech 
in Jerusalem or Tel-Aviv. For 
the average Israeli does not ex- 
pect an American rabbi to know 
Hebrew and appreciates the 
little familiarity with the langu- 
age the rabbi displays, but an 
American Yiddishist is inclined 
to believe that every Jew knows 
Yiddish and. te look upon its in- 
correct use as due to mere snob- 
bery.

NOBODY, however, could even 
dream of associating snobbery 
with Abe Harman. ~- Nobody 
could see in his attitude any- 
thing else but what it purported 
to be: A genuine attempt to 
come to a better mutual under- 
standing, even while occasion- 


ally disagreeing. Furthermore, 


the Yiddish writers could not 
help seeing behind Abe Har- 


man’s faltering Yiddish that his 
whole personality was suffused 
with the very cultural and ethi- 
cal values ofthe Jewish tradi- 
tion which they associate with 
the best in Yiddish literature. 
Hence his success. 


Abe succeeded in winning the 


hearts of Yiddish writers just 
as he succeeded in winning the 
hearts of the Jewish community 
in Canada and in the United 
States. He goes back to Jeru- 
salem enriched by an experience 
which he is eminently qualified 
by his gifts of mind and char- 
acter to put to good use.

NEW YORK (JP)—A spokesman for the American Jewish Tercentenary Committee has ag. 
sailed as “nonsense” a new charge —a by Dr. Joshua Bloch against the handling of the year- 


Jong observance. 


The dispute between Dr. Bloch, a Jewish historian who serves as director of the Jewish division 
of the New York Public Library, and Tercentenary officials began when Dr. Bloch roundly critic- 


ized the official Tercentenary pro- 
gram Jan. 30, on “For The Rec- 
ord,” THE POST’S radio pro- 
gram on Station WLIB (JP, 
Feb. 4). 

A special press 
conference was 
convened by the 
Tercen tenary 
Committee on 
Feb. 11. solely 
for the JEWISH 
POST to reply to 
Dr. Bloch’s radio 
charges. From 
that conference 
emerged a 
charge against Dr. Bloch of “ir- 
responsibility” and specific de- 
nials of the historian’s accusa- 
tions. (JP March 4). 

DR. BLOCH, invited to com- 
ment, repeated his _ original 
charges and added a new one 
that “all the efforts now being 
made by the Tercentenary Com- 
mittee to publish a documentary 
history indicates a tendency to 
give permanence to the Tencen- 
tenary Committee to enable it 
‘to raise funds for whatever pur- 
poses there may be after the 
Tercentenary year is over.” The 
Tercentenary year ends in June. 

In his counter-comments, Dr. 
Bloch: 

@ Stood “by my _ statement” 
that orders were issued to Rabbis 
David de Sola Pool, Israel Gold- 
stein and Maurice Eisendrath 
not to use Hebrew in their pray- 
ers at the Tercentenary dinner 
in New York last Oct. 20. 

Rabbi de Sola Pool had flatly 
denied any such orders at the 
Feb. 11 press conference. 

@ Insisted on the accuracy of 
his original contention that the 
late Albert Einstein had been 
considered “too liberal’ to be in- 
vited as a guest at the Oct. 20 
dinner and that the invitation 
finally sent to him was “a_last- 
minute” one. Replying to state- 
ments on Feb. 11 by Rabbi de 
Sola Pool and David Bernstein, 
Tercentenary Committee execu- 
tive director, that the charge 
was not true and that Einstein 
had been invited in ample time 
and had declined, Bloch told THE 
POST that “a special delivery let- 
ter” was sent to the late physicist

Dr. Bloch extended his sus- 
picions of alleged misuse of the 
history project by asking, in his 
POST interview: “Since the Ter- 
centenary Committee is to term- 
inate its activities as of the end 
of the Tercentenary years, un- 
der whose auspices will the 10- 
volume documentary history be 
executed if the history is to 
come out as planned?” 

“Is it to become a private proj- 
ect, captured by a few men, or 


is it to be produced by some 


competent organization or in- 
stitution which can dea] with 
American Jewish history with 
authority?” he added. 

BERNSTEIN, asked for coun- 
ter-comment on Dr. Bloch’s re- 
newed charges, declined to re- 
ply except in reference to Dr. 
Bloch’s new accusation in refer- 
ence to the documentary history. 

In dealing with the new charge, 
Bernstein offered a copy of a 
press release dated Jan. 1;° 1954, 
which included the following 
statement: 

“Since the national Tercenten- 
ary Committeé, which is spon- 
soring the documentary history 
project, will be dissolved next 
June, a_ special co-ordinating 
committee has been created to 
provide administrative supervi- 
sion for preparation of the docu- 
mentary history.” 

The release further noted that 
members of the committee were 
named by the Tercentenary Com- 
mittee, the American Jewish His- 
torical -Society and the Jewish 
Publication Society of- America. 
Thirteen members of the 15- 
member special co-ordinating 
committee were listed in the re- 
lease with two more named later 
by the Historical Society. 

BERNSTEIN also submitted a 
formal reply in which he de- 
clared that “some time ago, Dr. 
Bloch made a series of false and 
irresponsible statements about 
the current Tercentenary observ- 
ance. These statements were 
disposed of by several people, 
including one of the world’s out- 
standing historians and one of 
the country’s most distinguished 
rabbis,” a reference to Prof. 
Baron and to Rabbi de Sola Pool. 

“Now Dr. Bloch tilts at wind- 
mills again,” Bernstein continued. 
“T find it difficult to comment on 
the. utter pointlessness of his re- 
marks,” 

“But I do want to make sure 
that no harm is done by him to 
the major scholarly project of 
the Tercentenary; the 10-yolume 
Documentary History of Amer- 
ican Jews, now being prepared 
under the direction of Professor 
Salo W. Baron as editor-in-chief.”

This novel about the life and death of an atomic 
scientist is based on the fate of Louis Slotin, to 
whom the book is dedicated. The hero is called 
Louis Saxl, and is an idealistic Jew, son of a small- 
town lumber merchant. Louis is expecte? to »con- 
tinue in the family business, but he early develops 

a passion for physics. 

As a young scientist present at a conference in 
Madrid, he takes part in the defense of the Uni- 
versity during. the Spanish Civil War; he is wounded, 
and returns to New York. He meets a girl in a 
pookshop, falls in love, but they let their marriage 
wait. He is earning too little, as a researcher. He 
connects with a refugee in Chicago, doing inter- 
esting work on the atom. He is one of the first 
to go out to Los Alamos. And he stays there until 
after the war. : 

Only the Bikini tests remain; then he will get 
married, and take a job somewhere. Even at this 
point, one job is refused because he is a Jew. But 
he has learned to absorb such blows. 

Louis is an affirmative.Jew, though not dis-

turbed by such problems as intermarriage. Actu- 
ally, he is that common modern type, the Jew de- - 
tached from his community. In this case, he is 
truly closed off, through an important part of his 
young adult life, as a member of the almost secret 
community of Los Alamos. 

The family scenes, the flashbacks to childhood, 
as Louis lies dying from radiation caused by a 
laboratory accident, are handled with warmth. But 
on the whole the book is teo intellectually formed 
and written. Dexter Masters projects tremendous 
sympathy, and many of his passages are sensitive 
and beautiful, but few of them give life to his 
characters. 

The book is going to be filmed by David Sele 
nick. Its pattern should stand out much clearer 
in a film. As a document, it is of first importance.

‘A TEST OF SINCERITY 


Friday evening services will soon be 
ending in our houses of worship around 
the country, and this signals the termina- 
tion of prayer services for most members 
of congregations throughout the summer. 

It is inevitable that some change must 
be effected becatse of the advent of 
summer, but it could be just as likely 
as not that the summer will produce in- 
creased attendance. 

Just because it has become the prac- 
tice to stop services during the summer, 
doesn’t mean that the condition is cor- 
rect or warranted. 

This is our annual editorial pointing 
out the inconsistency of halting prayer 
for one reason or another at any time. 
If there is any evidence that is needed 
for the lack of true spirituality of our 
times, and our rabbis, then this is it. 

But the tide is turning. 


More and more rabbis each year re. 
port to us that they conduct stimulatin; 
and well-attended services right on 
through the summer. 

It is proper for our sisterhoods and 


‘our auxiliaries, our men’s clubs and our 


krotherhqods to take a vacation duri 
the hot months. But to proclaim that 
American Judaism is so empty of values 
that it can turn off and on the need for 
prayer and ritual for any reason is to 
admit the poverty of our religion.

Briefly, the facts are these: 
At an early age, Salomon ac- 
quired a working knowledge of 
German, French, Italian, Rus- 
sian, Polish, English, and, per- 
haps, some other languages. He 
had an uncanny understanding 
of finance and he made friends 
among the bankers of the major 
European commercial centers.
